Epidemic Rages With Many 
New Victims. 



LATEST NEl^S BAD. 



"Kingcookcocci" Bacteria is 
Rampant, and Uncontrolled 
Amdnt^ Medical Sophs. 



A recent diagnosis by prominent 
Senior men in Medicine has revealed 
the fact that nearly all members of 
the Soph oiaiore years ara 'atXected by 
a perennial disease that la common 
to all second year men in Medicioe. 
The disease may be described as hav- 
ing very evident symptoms and is not 
infectious to others until it has 
reached its later stages; This disease 
made itself apparent ajuut two. weeks 
ago AzKl Is now aaslimtniirthe^ropo^ 
tlons of an epidemic amongst second 
year men. The present stage is mani- 
fested by a type of delirium which 
takes the form of a tendency amongst 
tbose afflicted to recite strange 
poetry and weird verses ami to tell in- 
comprehensible Jokes, and further- 
more to don strange and queer cos- 
tumée and disport themselves in the 
manner - of "would-be vaudeville 
actors." 

Needless to say, these symptoms 
prove very distressing to tho educa- 
tional authorities inasmuch as they 
detract from the ability ot the sick 
men to perform their necessary labors 
with which they are confronted daily, 
not to mention nightly. ' Inasmuch as 
the only known.jCnre fn^Xhls dl&oase 
is. to let it run, ita full course, the 
authorities 'have resigned themselves 
to allowing the afflicted men to con- 
tinue with theiri delirious and playful 
disportationa. ,' '\ ■ 

It has been said by. those who have 
experienced the effects of this peren- 
nial indlspoattloh that there is grave 
danger that the men in other faculty 
sre liable to become Infected in per 
haps three weeks or a month. As by 
this time the Klngcookcocci, as the 
bacteria of the disease Is known, will 
have become greatly 'Weakened in Its 
power to transmit the disease to 
others, the effect produced on the new 
victims will take the form of a short 
and very Intense attack at abotit the 
name time that the disease has 
reached Its height in the original vic- 
tims. The climax of the disease takes 
place immediately before it totally 
dfsappears and Inflicts upon its v'c- 
timis^an intense and uncontrollable 
delirliim in ttae form of a concerted 
attempt on the part of the sufferers 
to make themselves, and an imaginary 
Deity, very cossplcuous before the 
eyes of the whole world, and more 
particularly before that part of the 
world represented in the ■. nightly 
crowds on St. Catherine Street, and 
the students of ole McOill. the ignor- 
ant ones in particular — namely 
Freshmen, and Medical Freshmen at 
that. 

It is said by those who are more 

badly affected that they intend to 
let their delirium reign uncontrolled 
to-night, at the hour of eight o'clock 
or thereabouts. Fortunately for the 
representative of the ?'Daily," the de- 
lirium did not take a pugnacious form 
at the time of the interview.' A qneer 
look was noticed in the eyes of one

Japanese dentists were eren better 
trained than the Amerleaa dentist, In 
that they were trained to extract 
teeth with their thumiba and fore- 
fingers. Tike Jap dentist had to go 
through a rigid course ot extracting 
nails from blocks of ivory with his 
thumb and forefilhg«r bftore being al- 
lowed lo practise. 

"It Is necessary for the dentlat of 
to-day to take the whole mouth, and 
disease In connection with it, as his 
domain, rather than specializing on 
tbe teeth alone," said Professor Whlt- 
nall, revertinc to a more serioiis vein. 

For one thing, an offensive breath 
might be iui Indication of empyema 
of tho antrum or it might be an in- 
dication of typhoid. Some physicians 
bad developed a i'emarkable sense of 
diagnosis of the faVer 'merely by the 
sense of auMll, and It la a well known, 
tact that there Is a very peooliar 
ethereal odor gtren off the breath of 
a person suffering from diabetes. In 
the case of the Hps, certain fissures 
might be an indication ot congenital 
syphilis while tbe color ot tbe Itp« 
might indicate some other dlsease.: 
From the mouth itself many forms ot 
stomatitis can be diagnosed, and can- 
cerous growths are always easily seen. 

Tbe Professor laid particular stress 
on the detection of adenoids In the 
child, and stated that it was the duty 
of thé dentist, when he discovered a 
case 0t adenoids, to try and see that 
soma action waa taken to remedy the 
case. The peculiar dull expression of 
persons suffering from adenoids is 
well known to physicians, but it Is 
not 80 well known thai besides the 
cheat lielng inilformorf as a result of 
the raouih i>t«athijïcr deafness and 
mental stupidity often resulted. 

Teeth-grlndlng on the part ot chil- 
dren might be an Indioatioa of worms, 
wax in the ear, or evaa Indigestion, 
although tfte Haiftt of teeth-grlndlng 
did not Indtcafe that the child must 
necessarily suffer from one of tbes^ 
ddfecta. The duty of the dentist is 
olear wboo be detects symptoms as 
indicated — he s&oQld do what he 
can to' relieve them. 

In tbe study of anthropology the 
classes are grouped, by the study of 
teeth, into th^ c&mivora or the her- 
blvora. Dr. Whltnall-here digressed 
slightly to bentlon-the evolution of 
man, as generally conceived by the 
scientist of to-day. The old theory 
that man was descended from the 
monkey is all balderdash. He did 
not, — he Is a collateral; the ances-' 
{tors of tbe monkey had developed to 
a certain stage alongside the anceitors 
of man. The monkey's ancestors bad 
stopped when they reached the ar- 
boreal stage; man's ancertors had 
kept on developing. • The old Idea of 
trying to fit any old skull found into 
the missing link is absurd, and is 
laughed at to-day. 

lu tho reconstruction of the Pllt- 
dowu skull, a part of the jaw and one 
canine tooth was found. The Import- 
ance of 'the teeth here came into 
play, when it is observed that the one 
tooth was a great help to the recon- 
struction of the Jaw and tho whole 
skull. This Dr. Whltnall emphasised 
by showlsg that wherever there were 
powerful teeth; well embedded in the 
Jawbone, certain ^ striiottires 'ot the 
skull were modified. 'For instance, 
animals with powerful teeth, used for

He closed hls-lecture with a refer- 
ence to the great stride dentistry 
had made and tbe great imitortanoe ot 
its campaign against pyorrhoea, — 
.which Is tho cause of a great many 
diseases to-day.^ ' ' 

Mr. Franklin then moved a vote of 
thanks, which was oerulnljr heartily 
responded to. 

Dr. A. W. . Thornton, Dean of the 
Faculty ot Denilstfy,'' then gave a 
few words chiefly Ip praise of Dr. 
Whltnall, interppers^ with a, few of 
those famous witttclsms for which tbe 
genial doctor Is so famous. He also 
dwelt on the peculiar and Important 
position of McOlll In relation to the 
study of Dentistry. The McOlll 
Dental Faculty are in close alliance 
with a great hospital In the city— the 
Montreal General, where a dental 
oiinlo is held, in which many thou- 
sands of opeijitidns , are pe^rfomted 
yearty.
